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Wailes  Challenge  Met, 
Other  Gifts  Received 

Everyone  got  into  the  swing  of  meet- 
ing the  Wailes  Challenge  for  the  pro- 
posed new  Campus  Center,  with  the 
happy  result  that  by  the  end  of  Decem- 
ber gifts  and  pledges  had  reached 
$51,963,  well  above  the  sum  needed  to 
match  the  $40,000  conditional  grant 
offered  last  summer  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Edward  T.  Wailes. 

During  the  last  week  before  Christ- 
mas vacation,  the  Campus  Development 
Committee  staged  "Have  a  Ball,  Give 
a  Ball."  A  minimum  contribution  of  one 
dollar  entitled  the  donor  to  select  a 
bright  ball,  inscribe  it  with  her  or  his 
name,  and  hang  it  on  a  Christmas 
tree  at  the  entrance  to  Manson.  Result: 
$3,835  from  over  200  individuals  and 
organizations. 

In  addition,  the  Wailes  Challenge 
Fund  received  two  gifts  from  parents 
of  students,  one  for  $11,178  and  one 
for  $10,000,  and  five  gifts  of  $1,000 
each  from  members  of  the  Board  of 
Overseers.  To  date,  $155,000  has  been 
given  for  the  Campus  Center,  more  than 
half    of    the    total  estimated   needed. 
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Chapel  Dedication  Planned  April  20  -  23 


A  number  of  distinguished  clergymen 
and  theologians  will  participate  in  an 
event  of  major  significance  in  the  his- 
tory of  Sweet  Briar  College,  the  formal 
dedication  of  the  Sweet  Briar  Memorial 
Chapel,  which  will  take  place  late  in 
April. 

The  programs  will  begin  Thursday 
evening,  Apr.  20,  with  a  special  organ 
recital  by  Fenner  Douglass,  professor 
at  the  Oberlin  College  Conservatory  of 
Music,  where  he  has  taught  organ  and 
harpsichord  since  1946. 

On  the  following  evening.  Dr.  Albert 
C.  Outler,  professor  of  historical  theol- 
ogy at  the  Perkins  School  of  Theology, 
Southern  Methodist  University,  Dallas, 
will  deliver  the  Eugene  William  Lyman 
Lecture  in  the  Philosophy  of  Religion. 
This  endowed  lectureship  was  estab- 
lished in  1948  by  colleagues,  former 
students,  and  friends  of  Dr.  Lyman,  who 
lived  at  Sweet  Briar  the  last  eight  years 
of  his  life,  while  his  wife.  Dr.  Mary 
Ely  Lyman,  was  Dean  of  the  College. 
She  is  now  living  in  Claremont,  Calif., 
and  will  not  be  able  to  attend  the 
dedication. 

Dr.  Outler  will  speak  on  "The  Liberal 
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Chapel   services   are    held  at  noon  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays   and   are  often  conducted 
by  students,  as  shown  here. 


Spirit  and  the  Future  of  Religion." 
He  is  no  stranger  to  Sweet  Briar,  where 
he  came  several  times  as  a  visiting 
preacher  while  he  was  teaching  at  Duke 
University  and  at  Yale.  He  has  become 
widely  known  as  a  leader  in  the  Meth- 
odist Church  and  in  the  ecumenical 
movement,  and  as  a  lecturer  at  many 
universities. 

Another  Methodist  leader,  Stanleys. 
Kresge,  Detroit,  president  of  the  Kresge 
Foundation  which  made  substantial 
contributions  to  the  building  fund  for 
the  Chapel,  has  been  invited  to  intro- 
duce Dr.  Outler. 

PANEL  DISCUSSION 

Representing  various  points  of  view, 
four  outstanding  clergymen  will  present 
what  promises  to  be  a  stimulating 
panel  discussion  on  "The  Meaning  and 
Relevance  of  the  Christian  Faith,"  at 
10  o'clock  Saturday  morning,  Apr.  22, 
in  Babcock  Auditorium. 

Participants  include:  The  Rt.  Rev. 
Stephen  F.  Bayne,  Jr.,  director  of 
Overseas  Missions  and  vice-president  of 
the  Executive  Council  of  the  Episcopal 
Church;  The  Rev.  Malcolm  Boyd,  writ- 
er, speaker,  and  former  campus  chap- 
lain; The  Rev.  Franklin  Clark  Fry, 
president  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
America;  and  the  Rev.  John  Mac- 
quarrie,  professor  of  Systematic  Theol- 
ogy at  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
New  York. 

Each  speaker  will  make  a  15-minute 
statement,  to  be  followed  by  questions 
from  the  floor  and  from  the  panelists. 

Sunday  morning,  Apr.  23,  will  mark 
the  formal  dedication  of  the  Sweet 
Briar  Memorial  Chapel.  The  Rt.  Rev. 
John  E.  Hines,  presiding  bishop  of  the 
Episcopal  Church,  will  preach  the  ser- 
mon at  II  o'clock. 

This  service,  which  has  been  adap- 
ted from  the  service  of  dedication  for 
the  Chapel  of  Unity  at  the  new  Coventry 
Cathedral  in  England,  will  open  with 
a  processional  in  which  representatives 
of  many  denominations  and  of  various 
church-related  schools  and  other  insti- 
tutions will  participate.

Responding  to  the  tragic  aftermath  of 
devastating  floods  in  Italy  last  Novem- 
ber, the  Sweet  Briar  community  raised 
funds  for  the  national  Committee  to 
Rescue  Italian  Art,  Inc. 

Contributions  from  many  individuals 
and  proceeds  from  a  benefit  program  in 
Babcock  Auditorium,  followed  by  a 
food  sale  and  an  auction  of  paintings 
and  photographs  contributed  by  stu- 
dents and  others,  and  from  a  sale  of 
prints  from  the  Roten  Galleries  in  Balti- 
more, netted  more  than  $2,100.

Reminders  of  Florence  and  Venice, 
opened  the  benefit  program,  which 
included  piano  selections  by  Iren  Marik;

choral  music  by  18  members  of  the 
Sweet  Briar  Choir. 


Matched  by  Computer 

To  encourage  job-seeking  college 
graduates  to  take  advantage  of  the 
GRAD  System  (See  Sweel  Briar  Alum- 
nae Magazine,  March,  1966),  the  re- 
quirements of  a  ten-dollar  fee  and  a  year 
of  work  experience  have  been  removed. 

GRAD  (Graduate  Resume  Accumu- 
lation and  Distribution)  is  the  electo- 
nic  data-processing  system  set  up  by 
the  College  Placement  Council,  repre- 
senting college  placement  offices  all  over 
the  country,  to  bring  together  prospec- 
tive employers  and  alumni  candidates 
as  efficiently  as  possible. 

A  Sweet  Briar  alumna  who  wishes 
to  use  GRAD  applies  to  the  Sweet 
Briar  Vocational  Guidance  Office, 
whose  director  endorses  the  application 
if  she  believes  the  graduate  can  benefit, 
and  sends  instructions  and  a  four-page 
resume  blank,  to  be  filled  out  and  sent 
to  the  GRAD  Center  in  Bethlehem, 
Pa.,  where  its  information  is  stored  in 
the   computer  for  immediate  retrieval. 

When  an  employer  using  GRAD 
wishes  to  employ  a  graduate,  the  re- 
quirements he  specifies  are  matched 
by  the  computer  with  the  talents  and 
job  interests  of  graduates.  Copies  of 
resumes  of  suitable  graduates  are  sent 
to  the  employer,  and  negotiations  pro- 
ceed in  the  normal  way  with  corres- 
pondence, recommendations,  inter- 
views, and  job  offers. 

Employers  from  all  parts  of  the  coun- 
try are  using  GRAD  to  assist  them  in 
locating  capable  executive  talent.  By  last 
October,  over  3,000  candidates  were  in 
the  system  or  being  processed  for  the 
electronic  file. 

At  present,  graduates  seeking  jobs 
in  education  should  not  apply  to 
GRAD,  but  it  is  hoped  that  a  program 
will  soon  be  developed  through  cooper- 
ation between  CPC  and  the  Association 
for  School,  College  and  Llnivers'ity 
Staffing.

During  December,  gifts,  grants,  and 
bequests  to  Sweet  Briar  amounted  to 
$138,976,  bringing  the  total  for  the 
1966-67  fund  year  to  $189,677  by  the 
end  of  that  month 

This  included  a  $10,000  grant  from 
TIME,  Inc.,  for  library  acquisitions. 
Sweet  Briar  was  one  of  25  women's 
colleges  to  receive  these  handsome  gifts, 
made  in  recognition  of  the  contributions 
of  alumnae  of  these  colleges  on  the 
staff  of  this  magazine,  over  a  period 
of  years. 

OTHER  GIFTS 

December  also  brought:  a  $5,000 
bequest  from  the  estate  of  Eugenie  M. 
Morenus,  who  was  professor  of  mathe- 
matics from  1909  to  1946,  and  a  $3,000 
gift  from  an  alumna,  both  added  to 
the  Eugenie  Morenus  Scholarship; 
$25,000  from  the  parent  of  an  alumna, 
for  the  Judith  Bland  Dew  Scholarship; 
$1,500  from  the  Philadelphia  Club,  for 
scholarships;  $10,000  from  an  alumna 
of  the  Academy,  for  faculty  salaries; 
two  alumnae  gifts  of  $1,000  each,  for 
the  Lecture  Fund  and  the  Jessie  M. 
Eraser  Fund;  $2,500  from  the  ESSO 
Education  Foundation,  used  for  equip- 
ment in  physics  and  language  labora- 
tories; and  $2,000  from  the  American 
Oil  Foundation,  for  the  building  fund. 

Alumnae  Fund  gifts  received  in  De- 
cember, from  435  alumnae,  reached 
$33,253,  and  the  Parents'  Fund  was 
increased  by  135  gifts,  over  $47,000, 
for  various  purposes.

Looking  towards  the  completion  this 
spring  of  the  Charles  A.  Dana  Wing 
of  the  Mary  Helen  Cochran  Library, 
and  to  the  further  growth  and  improve- 
ment (Jf  its  fine  book  collection,  a  new 
organization  has  been  formed. 

Called  The  Friends  of  the  Sweet 
Briar  College  Library,  its  purpose  is  to 
attract  to  the  library  funds,  books, 
manuscripts  and  other  appropriate  ma- 
terials beyond  the  resources  of  the 
college  budget  and  to  encourage  an 
understanding  of  the  library's  place  in 
the  academic  life  of  the  college. 

Two  Professors  Named 
As  Speakers  on  Asia 

Two  Sweet  Briar  professors.  Dr. 
Milan  E.  Hapala  and  Dr.  Richard  C. 
Rowland,  are  among  the  "highly  quali- 
fied and  nationally  recognized  autho- 
rities in  the  Asian  field"  included 
in  a  list  of  Lecturers  available  from 
member  institutions  of  the  University 
Center  in  Virginia. 

Dr.  Hapala,  who  has  taught  at  Sweet 
Briar  since  1947,  is  Carter  Glass  Pro- 
fessor of  Government  and  teaches  a 
course  in  Governments  and  Politics  of 
South  Asia.  In  1961-62  he  was  a  faculty 
fellow  in  Asian  Studies  at  the  University 
of  Michigan  and  had  a  Fulbright  grant 
for  the  summer  Institute  of  Indian 
Civilization  at  Hyderabad,  India.  He 
held  a  post-doctoral  NDEA  fellowship 
to  study  Hindu-Urdu  and  pursue  re- 
search on  Indian  politics  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  in  1964-65,  and 
last  summer  he  attended  the  Institute 
on  Indian  Civilization  at  the  University 
of  Virginia. 

His  lecture  topics  are:  Tradition  and 
Modernity  in  Indian  Politics;  Indian 
Politics  in  the  Election  Year;  and  Par- 
liamentary Democracy  in  India:  A 
Balance  Sheet. 

Dr.  Rowland,  professor  of  English, 
came  to  Sweet  Briar  in  1957.  A  Ford 
Fellow  in  East  Asian  Studies  at  Har- 
vard in  1959-60,  he  participated  in  the 
first  Fulbright  Summer  Institute  in  Chi- 
nese Civilization  at  Tunghai  University, 
Taiwan,  in  1962,  and  has  attended 
two  summer  institutes  on  Asia  at  the 
University  of  Virginia.  At  Sweet  Briar, 
he  teaches  Chinese  and  Japanese  Liter- 
ature, and  joins  Dr.  Hapala  and  other 
f)rofessors  in  the  course  in  Asian  Civi- 
izations. 

Dr.  Rowland  was  chairman  of  the 
Sixth  Southeastern  Regional  Confer- 
ence of  the  Association  for  Asian 
Studies,  Feb.  3-4  at  Mary  Washington 
College. 

His  lecture  topics  are:  Chinese  Society 
in  the  Mirror  of  Chinese  Fiction;  and 
Old  and  New  in  the  20th  Century 
Japanese  Novel. 


At  the  organizational  meeting  in 
November,  a  constitution  was  adopted 
and  Mrs.  Charles  N.  Prothro  (Eliza- 
beth Perkins,  '39)  was  elected  chairman 
of  the  Council  and  Landon  B.  Lane, 
father  of  Constance,  '69,  vice-chairman.

TEMPO  is  the  word,  the  first  week- 
end in  March  is  the  important  date, 
and  many  students  are  bending  their 
efforts  to  make  their  own  symposium 
a  smashing  success.  No  doubt  the 
campus  will  be  shaken  up  by  the 
speakers  they  have  chosen. 

Nine  men  who  have  won  prominence 
in  various  forms  of  contemporary  let- 
ters and  arts  are  counted  on  to  "give 
Sweet  Briar  students  a  window  to  the 
contemporary  world  ...  in  which 
students  are  interested  but  which  they 
sometimes  neglect  because  they  are  im- 
mersed in  meiosis  or  Virgil  or  the 
Revolutions  of  1848,"  according  to  the 
Sweet  Briar  News. 

Eleanor  Covington,  '67,  of  Greens- 
boro, N.C.,  and  Pam  Burwell,  '68,  of 
Rochester,  N.Y.,  co-chairmen  of 
TEMPO,  have  nailed  down  the  follow- 
ing speakers  and  performers:  Edward 
Albee,  front-running  playwright;  John 
Updike,  award-winning  novelist;  Art 
Buchwald,  leading  humorous  columnist; 
poets  Edward  Field  and  Ralph  Pome- 
roy;  Jonas  Mekas,  experimental  filmist; 
Charlie  Byrd,  popular  folk  singer  who 
still  uses  an  unamplified  guitar;  and 
David  Shaber,  experimental  dramatist 
and  critic  who  will  be  returning  for 
his  third  visit  to  Sweet  Briar. 

Lionel  Wiggam,  lyric  poet  and  writer 
of  plays,  screenscripts  and  short  stories, 
will  be  the  keynote  speaker. 

Students  not  already  familiar  with 
the  works  of  the  listed  speakers  are 
being  urged  to  do  their  homework, 
to  be  able  to  take  part  in  the  give- 
and-take  discussions  of  TEMPO. 

In  order  to  make  this  first  student- 
sponsored  symposium  possible.  Presi- 
dent Pannell  allocated  $2,000  from  the 
Lectures  Committee  budget.  Student 
Government  pledged  an  equal  sum, 
the  Bum  Chums  gave  $1,000,  and 
additional  contributions  were  sought 
from  students,  parents,  alumnae  and 
friends. 

Early  Decision  Candidates 
Admitted  to  Class  of  1971 

A  nucleus  for  the  Class  of  1971 
is  an  established  fact,  since  the  Decem- 
ber acceptance  of  60  of  88  applicants 
under  the  Early  Decision  Plan,  which 
was  adopted  in  1959. 

They  represent  20  states  and  D.C., 
as  follows:  southeast,  34;  northeast, 
14;  middle  and  northwest,  7;  south- 
west and  far  west,  5.

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Foreign  Study  Programs 
2 1    ,,     Visited  by  Dean  Sims 

Dean  Catherine  S.  Sims  returned  early 
in  February  from  a  three-week  trip  to 
Europe  to  visit  and  evaluate  a  number 
of  foreign  study  programs  in  which 
Sweet  Briar  juniors  are  or  have  been 
enrolled. 

In  Naples,  she  called  on  the  director 
of  Tufts  University  Junior  Year  in 
Italy,  and  Elizabeth  Sanford,  '68. 

Several  days  in  Paris  gave  Dean 
Sims  an  opportunity  to  talk  with  ad- 
ministrators and  students  of  the  Sweet 
Briar  Junior  Year  in  France,  including 
16  Sweet  Briar  juniors.  She  also  visited 
Tours,  where  students  spend  the  first 
six  weeks  of  the  foreign  study  period. 

In  Sweden,  she  talked  with  officials 
of  the  University  of  Stockholm's  junior 
year  program,  where  Josephine  Fox  is 
a  student  this  year. 

From  there  she  went  to  Scotland, 
to  the  University  of  Aberdeen  where 
Katherine  Hemphill  and  Amy  Thomp- 
son are  enrolled,  and  to  St.  Andrews 
University,  where  Camilla  Reid  and 
Katie  Condax  are  studying  this  year. 

Spring  Play  Scheduled 

Oscar  Wilde's  comedy,  "The  Impor- 
tance of  Being  Earnest,"  will  be  Paint 
and  Patches'  third  production  this  year, 
Mar.  10-11.  Directed  by  Richard  Busch, 
instructor  in  English  and  drama,  stu- 
dents are  designing  sets,  costumes,  and 
lighting. 

In  mid-December,  Busch  and  his 
intrepid  troupe  of  players  braved  snow 
and  cold  to  present  a  successful  "first" 
at  Sweet  Briar— three  medieval  Biblical 
dramas  staged  in  the  Quadrangle  on 
pageant  wagons. 


Two  Named  to  Head  Junior  Year  in  France 


Dr.  Robert  G.  Marshall,  professor  of 
Romance  Languages  at  Wells  College, 
Aurora,  N.Y.,  has  been  appointed 
Professor-in-charge  of  the  1967-68  Sweet 
Briar  Junior  Year  in  France,  a  coedu- 
cational foreign  study  program  which 
has  been  administered  by  the  College 
since  1948. 

Chairman  of  the  Romance  Languages 
department  at  Wells  since  1957,  Dr. 
Marshall  holds  B.A.  and  M.A.  degrees 
from  Rice  University,  and  Ph.D.  in 
French  literature  from  Yale.  Before 
joining  the  faculty  at  Wells  in  1951, 
he  taught  at  Yale  and  at  Texas  Women's 
University. 


Dr.  Robert  Marshall 

Dr.  Marshall  has  been  director  of 
the  NDEA  Language  Institute  in  French 
at  Wells  for  the  past  four  summers, 
and    he    has   also   taught   in   summer 


sessions  at  Colgate  University.  He  is 
currently  vice  president  of  the  Central 
New  York  Chapter,  American  Assoc- 
iation of  Teachers  of  French. 

Two  Fulbright  grants  have  aided 
Dr.  Marshall's  studies  in  Italy,  at 
Siena  and  Rome.  He  is  editor-in-chief 
of  the  Short  Title  Catalog  of  Books 
Printed  in  Italy  and  Books  in  Italian 
of  the  16th  Century,  which  is  scheduled 
for  publication  this  year;  he  has  con- 
tributed articles  and  reviews  to  Sympo- 
sium, Italica,  Le  Bayou,  and  other 
language  publications;  and  he  was  co- 
editor  of  an  edition  of  Sartre's  Les 
Mouches,  issued  in  1963. 

During  World  War  II,  Dr.  Marshall 
served  with  the  U.S.  Army  in  the  Mid- 
dle East  and  Mediterranean  area. 


ASSISTANT  RE-APPOINTED 

Dr.  Joanne  Coyle  Dauphin,  who  is 
assistant  to  the  Professor-in-charge  of 
the  Junior  Year  in  France  this  year, 
has  been  re-appointed  to  that  position 
for  another  year.  Dr.  Dauphin  was 
enrolled  in  the  Sweet  Briar  program 
while  she  was  a  student  at  Wellesley 
College,  of  which  she  is  an  honor 
graduate.  She  holds  M.A.,  M.A.L.D., 
and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  the  Fletcher 
School  of  Law  and  Diplomacy  of 
Tufts  University,  and  she  has  taught 
political  science  at  Mount  Holyoke 
College  and  Columbia  University. 

During  the  current  year,  16  Sweet 
Briar  students  are  among  the  106  men 
and  women  from  49  American  colleges 
and  universities  who  are  enrolled  in 
the  Junior  Year  in  France,  which  is 
directed  by  Dr.  R.  John  Matthew  of 
Sweet  Briar.  Since  1948,  the  total 
enrollment  in  this  program  has  reached 
1725,  from  184  institutions. 
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
